HE nine-weeks-old Korean war has taken a toll of more 

than 100,000 killed, wounded or missing on both sides. This is 

a rough estimate. Nothing official has come from North Ko- 
rean sources, and United Nations losses are not up to date. 

The estimate could be broken down this way: 

Allied losses—American casualties (unofficial and estimated 
by several sources which cannot be named), more than 5000; 
South Korean battle losses, more than 20,000; South Korean 
civilians, large, but no possible estimate. 

North Korean losses—frontline, 50,000; killed and wounded 
by strafing and bombing front, 20,000; losses among guerrillas 
and in sea action, 10,000; civilians killed or wounded by long- 
range bombing attacks as announced by North Korean radio at

A loan contract is expected to 
be signed Oct. 5 between the Pub- 
lic Housing Authority and the 
St. Louis Housing Authority for 
the construction of the first of 
four units of the DeSoto-Carr 
public housing project in the 
Eighteenth - Jefferson - Franklin - 
Carr area, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

The announcement was made 
by Arthur Blumeyer, chairman of 
the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
after a series of conferences last 
week with William Bergeron, di- 
rector of the PHA regional office 
in Chicago. Bergeron expressed 
satisfaction with the progress 
made thus far, Blumeyer said. 

Detailed plans, being drawn by 
the St. Louis Housing Authority’s 
architect, George Hellmuth, are 
expected to be completed by Dec. 
1, when bids for the construction 
contract will be solicited. Actual 
construction is expected to get 
under way by March at the latest, 
Blumeyer said. 

Site of the first unit to be un- 
dertaken is roughly from Dickson 
to Biddle streets and from Twen- 
ty-first street to Jefferson avenue. 
The Authority hag been acquiring 
property in this area for some 
time. Cost of the buildings to 
house 700 to 800 families is esti- 
mated at $7,000,000 to $8,000,000. 

Signing of the loan contract 
will obligate the PHA to indorse 
the bonds which the -St. Louis 
Housing Authority will issue and 
sell to the highest bidder. From 
the sale of these bonds will come 
the funds with which to construct 
the low rent project. 

The city must buy some prop- 
erty in this area for park pur- 
poses, as DeSoto Park will be part 
of the housing site. The St. Louis 
Housing Authority has nothing to 
do with a proposal to develop a 
part of the nearby area as a 
middle-income housing project. 
This will be done by private capi- 
tal under the Urban Redevelop- 
ment Act. 

A total of 2490 dwelling units 
is scheduled for construction in 
the low-rent public housing pro)- 
ect as a whole. In addition, about 
750 dwelling units are planned 
for th® middle income groups.

“I know that all 
the citizens of St. Louis and of 
Missouri will work whole-hearted- 
ly to assure that the mission of 
the hospital shall be fulfilled.” 

Mayor Darst called the selec- 
tion of St. Louis as the site for 
the hospital highly logical in 
view of the fact that the city is 
th center of a large metropolitan 
area and is recognized as one of 
the outstanding medical centers 
of the world. 

Recalling that the purpose of 
the hospital wks the treatment of 
wounds and injuries suffered by 
members of the armed services, 
the Mayor expressed a hope for 
permanent peace. Though arms 
and ammunition are essential to 
our immediate self-preservation 
he said, a permanent peace would 
have to be built upon less tangi- 
ble things. 


Mayor Urges Tolerance. 
“First of all, we must learn to 
live among ourselves in peace and 
harmony, and with a feeling of 
mutual understanding between 
our various racial, religious and 
economic groups,” he explained. 

“Such an attitude of tolerance 
and understanding of our fellow- 
men is the most important con- 
tribution that each of us, as pri- 
vate citizens, can make toward 
the future peace of the world.

tive secretary of the Committee 
for Constitutional . Government; 
Joseph P, Kamp, executive vice 
president of the Constitutional 
Educational League; and William 
. Patterson, executive secretary 
of the Civil Rights Congregs. 
If the House follows the \com- 


mittee’s bid and votes contempt | 


citations against the three, it will 
be up to the United States attor- 
ney here to start prosecution. The 
maximum penalty is $1000 fine 
and a year in jail. 

Rumely, a registered lobbyist, 
refused for the third time Friday 
to give the committee a list of 


persons having made large pur- | 
chases of books from his organi- 


zation. 


He says his group publishes | 
material dedicated to upholding | 
the Constitution and the com- | 
mittee’s request for purchasers | 


invades “our constitutional rights | 
as publishers.” Many of the pub- 
lications oppose actions of the | 
Roosevelt and Truman adminis- | 
trations. 

Kamp’s Constitutional Educa- | 
tion League also engages in pub- | 
lishing activities. He refused to | 
furnish the committee with cer- | 
tain financial data last June. | 
Kamp already is serving a four- 
month jail term for contempt of | 
Congress. This was based on his 
appearance before a House com- | 
mittee investigating 1944 election | 
campaign spending. 

Patterson, a - Negro, refused | 
earlier this month to give finan- | 
cial data about the Civil Rights 
Congress, an organization listed | 
by the Attorney General as sub- | 
versive. Patterson also declined | 
to tell committee investigators | 
whether he is or ever has been | 
a Communist. | 

After the committee voted to- | 
day to recommend that the House | 
cite the three men for contempt, 
Chairman Buchanan (Dem.-Penn- | 
sylvania) said he would take the | 
matter before the House next 
week. He said the committee | 
agreed to keep secret the votes | 
of its individual members.

VIOLATIONS BY 
RUSSIA OF PACTS 


Record Said to Show So- 


viets Kept Agreements 
Only When to Their 


Advantage. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (UP) 
—The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee called the roll today of 


Russia’s treaty violations and con- 
cluded that the Soviets have hon- 
ored their word only when it 
served their purpose and not very 
often at that. 

Chairman Kee (Dem.), West 
Virginia, said the committee com- 
piled its record of Russia's 


breaching of agreements “to edu- 
cate the American people” to the 
difficulties of dealing with the 
Kremlin. 

The committee ordered an inli- 
tial printing of 12,000 copies af 
its document entitled “Back- 
ground Information on the Soviet 
Union in International Relations.” 
Kee said he expects and hopes it 
will be a sell-out. 

List of Broken Pacts. 

The document covers treaties 
and international agreements 
which Russia has made and vio- 
lated since the latter part of 
World War II. It does not cover 
agreements it has made and kept, 
but Kee said there weren't many 
of these anyway. 

“The record shows she has kept 
her agreements only when it was 
to her advantage to do so,” Kee 
asserted. 

The committee document cov- 
ers about 60 major violations of 
treaties and agreements made at 
international conferences. It 
traces also Russian obstructione 
ism in the United Nations and in 
four-power occipation councils, 
and the record of Soviet terri- 
torial gains in World War II. 

Propaganda Front. 

On the pfopaganda front, the 

report said, Russia has been “vio- 
lently and abusively anti-Amer- 
ican.” It has pictured this coun- 
try as imperialistic, Fascist, reac- 
tionary and*bent on domination 
of the world. 
Kee said the report “very like- 
ly” would be used on Voice of 
America broadcasts, but that his 
main interest was in telling the 
story to the American people. 

“I think we need to turn the 
Voice of America around occa- 
sionally and let it go over the 
United States,” Kee said. “We 
need it here as much as abroad,” 


TWO U.S. SCIENTISTS TO JOIN 
FIGHT ON INSECTS IN AFRICA 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP)—Twe 
American scientists will join Brit«, 
ish health authorities in their 
fight to try to wipe out disease- 
carrying insects in Africa and 
thus free large new areas for 
agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment. 

The two are Dr. Elmer Berry 

of the United States Public Health 
Service and Dr. Louis Berner, en- 
tomologist of the University of 
Florida. They have been assigned 
to the project under Economie 
Co ~- operation Administration's 
technical assistance program. 
Dr. Berry is an authority on 
disease-transmitting snails. He 
will study methods of combatting 
schistosomiasis, a human disease 
caused by a snail-born parasite, 
Dr. Berner will study publie 
health problems in the Vota river 
area.

BERLIN, Aug. 26. (AP)—Ger- 
Inman Communists acclaimed to- 
night a master plan for subver- 
sive action against the allies in 
West Germany. 

The “fighting program,” as dis- 
closed to a national 
congress i East Berlin, calls for: 

1. Incitement of strikes, espe- 
cially in ports and heavy indus- 
tries, under the guise of resist- 
ing “Anglo-American war rep- 
arations.” 

2. Sharp pressure against re- 
‘eruits for the planned expan- 
-sion of West German police 
forces. 

3. Direct attempts to convert 
idle former army officers to 
the Communist cause. 

4. Mass demonstrations in 
West German cities in defi- 
ance of legal regulations. 

5. Fresh efforts to persuade 
market-hungry West German 
industrialists to collaborate 
with the Soviet zone. 

Max Reimann, West German 
Communist leader, told the con- 
gress that building workers in two 
important centers, Frankfurt and 
Braunschweig, will strike for 

higher wages Monday. 

“The widest strata of the West 
German population are delighted 
at the defeat of the American ag- 
gression troops in Korea,” he 
added. 

Former Nazi Gen. Vincez Muel- 
ler, who helped establish the east 
German Police Army, boasted he 
would intensify his underground 
contacts with veterans in West 
Germany. Many former officers 
in the West, as well as Nazi party 
members, “seek an honorable new 
course,” Mueller said. “We must 
help them.” 

East Germany's Communist 
president, Wilhelm Pieck, despite 
his age of 74, harangued the con- 
gress for 24% hours. He charged 
that the United States attacked 
Korea and that American air raids 
in Germany in World War II 
‘ruined our peaceful dwelling, 
schools, hospitals and churches, 
and killed hundreds of thousands 
of women, children and old peo- 
ple. 

He called for “eternal friend- 
ship with the Soviet Union, the 
best friend of the German peo- 
ple.”

| Musician Dies | 


NOEL P. POEPPING 


NOcL P. POLPPING DIES; 
FORMER BANDMASTER 


Musician and Composer Was 
Descendant of Pioneer 
St. Louis Family. 


Noel P. Poepping, descendant of 
a pioneer St. Louis family and for 
many years a prominent band- 
master and music composer, died 
Friday night at City Hospital 
where he was taken Aug. 18 with 
a fractured hip suffered in a fall 
at his home, 5202A Waterman ave- 
nue. He was 85 years old. 

He was a direct descendant of 

Amabel Guion, the first white 
male child born in St. Louis, and 
of others who settled Carondelet. 
He had been inactive in music cir- 
cles since 1931 but for 25 years 
prior to that he was bandmaster 
at concerts in city parks and at 
public functions. For 33 years he 
played bassoon in the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra. In 1924 he 
wrote the music for an opera, 
“The Beggar Princess,” which was 
produced by the Municipal The- 
ater Association.

PLANE USING BUTANE 
GAS STOPS IN COUNTY 


Inventor of Carburetor Which 
Utilizes the Fuel Cites 
Economy, Safety. 


A four-place Aeronca personal 
plane which uses butane gas in- 
stead of gasoline for fuel stopped 
yesterday at Kratz Airport in St. 
Louis county. Landrum L. Hughes 
of Oklahoma City, inventor of a 
carburetor which makes use of 
the compressed natural gas in the 
engine possible, was piloting the 


lane. 
' A tank truck whicn ordinarily 
is used to supply butane gas for 
stoves in homes which do not 
have regular city gas service, was 
called to the airport to refuel the 
plane. Except for the special 
carburetor, the plane has a stand- 
ard 145-horsepower Continental 


engine. " 


.aughes is president of a com- 
pany which plans to start manu- 
facturing e carburetor for 
planes, automobiles, tractors and 
other vehicles which normally 
use gasoline or fuel oil. He said 
butane gives the plane slightly 
better performance than gasoline 
and reduces maintenance costs 
because it burns more cleanly. It 
also cuts fuel costs by more than 


half, he said, and reduces the fire | 


hazard in case of a crash. 

In the plane, which has an ex- 
perimental license, the butane is 
carried in a tank in the two rear 
seats instead of in the wing tanks. 
A heavier tank is used than with 
gasoline, since the gas is kept 
under pressure to keep it in a 
liquid state. Oil from the engine 
is directed over the butane feed 
line, converting it to a gas before 
it is fed into the carburetor. At 
the same time the oil is cooled. 
Hughes said his carburetors will 
cost about $75 each for any type 
of engine. :

Of 38th Parallel? Moral and 


Legal Factors 


for Such Action 


Great Majority of Member Nations Convinced of 
Right and Power to Unify War-Torn Peninsula, 
but Russia and Satellites, of Course, Say No.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. 


HE United States grappled this week with one of the most difficult and 
T pocentialy most dangerous world policy problems. of the postwar era— 
whether the United Nations should try to take over North Korea if and 
when its forces drive the Communists back to their pre-invasion border 


along the Thirty-eighth parallel, or stop at the border. 
The United States plans no unilateral solution. 


a U.N. decision. 
The U.N. cannot agree on a collective de- 
cision, however, until the United States and 
other member nations make up their minds 
individually what they think ought to be 
done. At the end of the week neither the 
United States nor any other government 
seemed to have formulated a elear, firm pol- 
icy for dealing with the Korean problem. 

But while neither President Truman nor 
his advisers have yet decided what ought to 
be done, they have agreed fairly well on the 
factors on which their decision Will probably 
be based. There are two: 

On the one hand, officials here argue 
that moral and legal considerations permit 
the U.N. to send its forces north of the 
Thirty-eighth parallel and may even re- 
quire it to do so. 

On the other, policy-makers agree that 
a U.N. attempt to take over North Korea 
could create a new and increased risk of 
an open, major war with Russia. 

There was no indicatidn at week’s end 
which of these two determining factors was 
the more likely to prevail. 


Hard to Make Distinction. 


It is hard to make a clear distinction be- 
tween the legal and the moral justifications 
cited in favor of the U.N.’s taking over all 
of Korea. The arguments tend to overlap. 
The only “law” cited consists of interpreta- 
tions of the validity of international commit- 
‘ments and obligations, and these interpreta- 
tions are sometimes characterized more 
strongly by moral indignation and special 
pleading than they are by any clear, hard 
and fast rulings and precedents. 

Subject to this reservation, the moral argu- 
ment advanced for U.N. ground operations 
north of the Thirty-eighth parallel can be 
summed up in these terms: 

All Koreans, both North and South, want 
their country unified. The only major dis- 
agreement among them is on the terms on 
which this is to be done. The Koreans are, 
moreover, entitled to national unity, as 
other peoples are. Korea can be unified 
only by the U.N., as recent events prove. 
The U.N. can act effectively only by tak- 
ing over the whole country. Therefore it 
must do so, by force if necessary. 

The legal argument advanced by those who 
favor this course of action consists of three 
major points: 

First, the principal allies of World War 
II, including the Soviets, and the over- 
whelming majority of U.N. members, have 
formally and legally pledged themselves to 
help establish a free and unified Korea. 

Second, all U.N. members are legally 
bound, by a valid Security Council reso- 
lution, to “furnish such assistance to the 
republic of (South) Korea as may be neces- 
sary to repel the (North Korean) armed 
attack and to restore international peace 
and security in the area.” 

Third, these obligations, like the moral 
ebligations involved, can be discharged 
only by taking over the entire Korean 
peninsula and suppressing the regime 
which has prevented the U.N. from accom- 
plishing its lawful purposes and which has 
now “compounded” this “felony” by launch- 
ing an unprovoked aggression against the 
only government in Korea which the U.N. 
has declared to be legally constituted and 
which 32 U.N. members have recognized. 

If the U.N. agreed to an arrangement which 
left Korea again divided between North and 
South at the Thirty-eighth parallel, U.N. 
members would fail to “restore peace and 
international security in the area,” because 


they would leave the aggressor free in his}, 
lair to prepare and launch another attack. |§ 
The U.N., if it did this, would make itself |< 
an accessory to the North Koreans’ crime, |§ 


in one official view here. 
Long List of U.N. Commitments. 


Officials who advance this legal argument 
cite a long list of commitments by U.N. mem- 
bers, including Russia, which they say sup- 
port their view. 

Before the Soviets made their eleventh- 
hour entry into World War II against Japan, 
the United States and Britain formally 
pledged themselves on two occasions to re- 
store Korean independence, meaning the in- 
dependence of the whole country, not just a 
part of it. 

In the Cairo declaration of Dec. 1, 1943, 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek asserted 
that “the aforesaid three great powers”—that 
is. the United States, Great Britain and 
China—“mindful of the enslavement of the 
people of Korea, are determined that in due 
course Korea shall become free and inde- 
pendent.” 

The United States and Britain reaffirmed 
this commitment at the Potsdam conference. 
“The terms of the Cairo declaration shall be 
earried out,” they pledged in a formal state- 
ment July 26, 1945. 

Clearly the Soviets were not bound by 
either of these two undertakings. They were 
not taking part in the fighting in the Far 
East when the Cairo and Potsdam conference 
took place. Moscow signed neither of the 
statements made by those who were then at 
war with Japan. 

But Moscow did formally commit itself to 
the establishment of Korean independence on 
at least two later occasions. | 


The decision will be 


When the Kremlin declared war on Japan 
on Aug. 8, 1945, Soviet Foreign Commissar 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov read a statement to 
the Japanese ambassador in Moscow saying, 
among other thirfgs, “the Soviet Government 
has joined in the declaration of the Allied 
powers of July 26”—that is, the Potsdam 
declaration pledging that' “the Cairo declara- 


tion shall be carried out.” 


Molotov OK on Cairo Pledge. 

The Soviets committed themselves again 
at the Moscow Foreign Ministers’ Confer- 
ence of December, 1945. The text: of an 
agreement given out by the ministers on Dec. 
25 read, in part: 

“With a view of re-establishment of Ko- 
rea as an independent state, the creation 
of conditions for developing the country 
on democratic principles and the earliest 
possible liquidation of the disastrous re- 
sults of the protracted Japanese domination 
of Korea, there shall be set up a provision- 
al Korean democratic government which 
shall take all the necessary steps for de- 
veloping the industry, transport and agri- 
culture of Korea and the national culture 
of the Korean people.” 

The U.N. has laid at least four further 
obligations on its members to help establish 

a free and unified Korea, in addition to 


these commitments made before the Korean 
question was placed before the U.N. 

The General Assembly has passed three 
resolutions creating such obligations, and the 
interim committee— the so-called “little As- 
sembly”—has passed a fourth. 

In the first of these resolutions, adopted 
Nov. 14, 1947, the General Assembly called 


for free elections throughout Korea to choose 
the members of a national assembly, which 


in turn would establish a national govern- 
ment, and provided that a temporary U.N. 
commission be created to supervise the elec- 
tions and work with the national assembly 
in setting up a government. 

The General Assembly specifically stipu- 
lated “that the commission shall facilitate 
and expedite the fulfillment of the fore- 
going program for the attainment of the 
national independence of Korea and the 
withdrawal of occupying forces.” 

“The General Assembly ... calls upon 
member states concerned to afford every 
assistance and facility to the commission in 
the fulfillment of its responsibilities,” the 
resolution of Nov. 14, 1947, also provided, 
and, “calls upon all members of the United 
Nations to refrain from interfering in the 
affairs of the Korean people during the 
interim period preparatory to the establish- 
ment of Korean independence, except in 
pursuance of the decisions of the General 
Assembly; and thereafter to refrain com- 
pletely from any and all acts derogatory to 
the independence and sovereignty of 
Korea.” 

This first General Assembly resolution is 
the cornerstone of the argument that U.N. 
members are legally obliged to help establish 
a free and unified Korea. 


Two Further Assembly Actions. 


Two further General Assembly resolutions 
provide additional support for the argument. 

One of these was adopted Dec. 12, 1948, 
after the South Korean Government had been 
set up in accordance with the General As- 
sembly’s recommendations of Nov. 14, 1947. 
This second resolution states, in part:

This resolution also provided for the crea- 
tion of a permanent commission to represent 
the U.N. in Korea and stipulated that the 
duties of the new commission would be, “in 
particular,” to “lend its good offices to 
bring about the unification of all Korea,” 
and to “seek to facilitate the removal of bar- 
riers to economic, social and other friendly 
intercourse caused by the division of Korea.” 
Once again, the General Assembly further 
called on all U.N. members to help the com- 
mission to discharge its responsibilities and 
to refrain from action which would ‘inter- 


fere with the achievement of “the complete 


independence and unity of Korea.” 


Resolution of Oct. 21, 1949. 


The General Assembly sought to accom- 
plish these same general purposes in still a 
third resolution which it adopted Oct. 21, 
1949, reaffirming its previous statements on 
Korea and appealing still another time to all 
members to help bring about the unification 
and independence of the country. 

The Soviets defied all these adjurations. 
They also ignored a fourth resolution, adopt- 
ed Feb. 2, 1948, by the “Little Assembly,” 
re-emphasizing the necessity of carrying out 
the full General Assembly’s resolution of 
Nov. 14, 1947. 

These, then, are the principal obligations 
on the Korean question which the General 
Assembly and the interim committee had 
laid upon U.N. members up to the time of 
the Communist attack on South Korea this 
past June. 

That attack led to Security Council action 
which created still further obligations on 
members to help establish a free and unified 
Korea, officials here argue. 

On June 25, the Security Council “deter- 
mined” that the North Korean attack con- 
stituted a breach of the peace, called for 
the immediate cessation of hostilities and 
the withdrawal “forthwith” of the Communist 
forces to the Thirty-eighth parallel, and 
called upon all U.N. members “to render 
every assistance to the United Nations in the 
execution of this resolution and to refrain 
from giving assistance to the North Korean 
authorities.” 

This first Security Council resolution 
would appear to have left open the possi- 
bility of a settlement based on a restoration

On June 27 the Council noted that the 
North Koreans had defied its resolution of 
two days before. It then went on to recom- 
mend that “the members of the United Na- 
tions furnish such assistance to the republic 
of Korea as may be necessary to repel the 
armed attack and to restore international 
peace and security in the area.” 

This second resolution, officials here argue, 
rules out the possibility of any solution based 
on the status quo and the maintenance of 
the pre-invasion border. 

There seems to be a large measure of 
agreement among policy-makers in Washing- 
ton that this legal-moral argument is sound. 

The argument is challenged in some quar- 
ters on at least .two grounds, however. 

First, some officials here say that the U.N. 
may possibly be entitled to take over all 
Korea, but it is under no obligation to do so, 
and least of all is it clear that the U.N. would 
be legally justified in using force to go north 
of the Thirty-eighth parallel. In this view, the 
legal and moral rights and wrongs of the is- 
sue are too obscure to justify carrying the 
land war north of the border or prolonging 
hostilities any longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary. 

Moscow’s Arguments Against. 

The Communists, for their part, deny that 
the U.N. has any legal, or any other, justifica- 
tion whatever for intervening in Korea, at 
all, even in the south. They make the follow- 
ing main points: 

First, they say, it is the United States, not 
the Soviet Union, which has blocked the 
unification of Korea from the beginning. 

Second, they argue, the U.N. has no author- 
ity to deal with the Korean problem in any 
manner whatever, either by peaceful or by 
warlike means. Only the Big Four powers of 
the Pacific war—the United States, Russia, 
Britain and China—and pdssibly France— 
have the authdrity to settle the Korean 
problem. 

The Russians apparently have never vetoed 
any of the U.N, resolutions on Korea, either 
in the General Assembly, the Interim Com- 
mittee or the Security Council. The Russians 
and their satellites have, however, abstained 
from voting on the General Assembly and 
interim committee resolutions, and these 
resolutions, in the Russian view, are null and 
void for this reason even if the U.N. did have 
the power to act on Korea. 

Third, Moscow asserts, the Security Coyacil 
resolutions of June 25 and 27 are invalid, in 
particular, because the Russians were absent 
from the meetings where they were adopted 
and because China was represented in the 
Council on both days by a delegate of the 
Nationalist Chinese regime whereas only the 
Communist government in Peiping can legal- 
ly represent China. 

The overwhelming majority of U.N. mem- 
bers reject these Communist views, and ad- 
duce logic, law and precedent to refute them.

Bill Remarkable Chiefly for 
What It Won't Do for the War 


President Truman Didn’t Ask for Much, but 
House Watered That Down and Senate Poured 
in More Water—Baruch’s Advice Ignored. 


again Tuesday. 

Several of the conferees are candidates 
for re-election and had some politicking to 
do in their home states and districts. That 
is why there was no conference today, and 
none is scheduled for Monday. 

If Americans on the home front are in 
for any rude shock as a result of the eco- 
nomic contro] legislation now shaping up, 
it will be because it does not provide 
effective machinery for controlling produc- 
tion, wages and prices for a first-class war. 

President Truman didn’t ask ‘for such 
controls, the House watered down what he 
did ask for, and the Senate this week 
added more water. Fortunately, the con- 
ference committee has made a bit of 
progress in extracting some of the Senate 
water. 

The President and the two branches of 
Congress have chosen to disregard the advice 
of the nation’s senior war mobilizer, Bernard 
M. Baruch, who told a Senate Committee in 
the course .of its consideration of the 
measure: 


“The situation is sufficiently grave to war- 
rant an over-all ceiling across the entire 
economy—over all prices, wages, rents, fees 
and so on.” 


‘Easy Payment Approach.’ 


Instead, we are adopting the “easy pay- 
ment” approach. Each house wrote into its 
bill escape clauses which, in practical effect, 
exempt whole segments of the economy from 
any effective controls. 


It may be only a coincidence that this is 
an election year and that the President and 
Congress both seemingly came to the con- 
clusion that the voter ought not to be con- 
trolled too much, and that Congress adopted 
the idea that if there were to be maximum 
use of such controls as it is in the process 
of providing, the President should have to 
take responsibility for their maximum use. 

What deadlocked the conference commit- 
tee yesterday was the Senate’s Wherry- 
Bricker amendment requiring the President 
to control all prices and wages if he chose 
to control any. 

Of the nine Senate members of the con- 
ference committee one, Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, was absent, and the remain- 
ing eight divided equally. So there was 
nothing to do except wait for another day or 
postpone politics. y 

The conference has made some progress 
in toughening upthe bill. Probably its most 
important action was to knock out the Senate 
amendment which gave authority over all 
priorities and allocations to Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer. As it stands now, Presi- 
dent Truman will be free to give the top 
authority in that field to W. Stuart Syming- 
ton of St. Louis, chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board, with initial de- 
cisions parceled out among the Government 
departments primarily concerned with the 
particular materials to be allocated or given 
priority. 

Another but lesser step in the same direc- 
tion, was to increase from $300,000,000 to 
$600,000,000 the amount the President would 
be authorized to borrow to expand war pro- 
duction. Truman asked for $2,000,000,000. 

As a result of the conference decision, if 
the need should arise for some war project 
to be financed by the Government, on top of 
the $600,000,000 authorization, that would re- 
quire new legislation. Congress does not 
usually act in a hurry, although war plants 
sometimes have to be built in a hurry.

Nor are we forgetting the courage and tenacity 
of Maj. Gen. Hobart Gay’s American troops on 
the Taegu-Naktong river front. They have been 
fighting with everything from tanks to fists, 
But there troops themselves are the first to 
hail the accomplishments of the South Koreans. 

And this is good. because we Westerners are 
all too prone to discount the fighting qualities— 
and other virtues and accomplishments — of 
Asiatics. We forget that Asia has - produced 
some of the world’s most valiant soldiers. For 
example, the Sikhs, the Ghurkhas, the Chinese 
route armies and the Philippine Scouts. 

The Asiatics may have lagged behind the 
mechanics of the industrial age, but they have 
not dragged their feet very much in other 
fields Certainly, they cannot be said to have 
fallen behind in statesmanship so long as they 
can produce a leader like Nehru. 

Since the United States—through the U.N.—is 
going to have much more contact with Asia in 
the years ahead than ever before, it is good that 
G.I.s should be developing a certain knowledge 
of Asiatics, and a certain respect for them. They 
will be coming home from the hill-roads and 
the rice paddies of Korea one of tltese days to 
tell the rest of us that it is anything but an 
insult to call a man a “Gook.” 
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No Next Time on the Current 

The Army Engineers say they have dropped 
plans for construction of two dams on the 
Current river. Col. Louis W. Prentiss, division 
engineer, states that the dams will not be con- 
sidered further unless the Governor of Mis- 
souri asks for consideration, which is unlikely. 

Col. Prentiss’ statement is reassuring, but only 
a day or two earlier he said: “We are through 
with consideration of the Current river at this 
time.” 

“At this time” must be Standing Operating 
Procedure with the Engineers. After hearings 
last year, Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of 


Engineers, said that “the Current river should ~ 


remain in its natural state at this time and in 
the prospective future.” 

Missouri took this to mean that the Engineers 
would stop trying to win approval for the dams. 
Yet within less than a year. the Engineers had 
organized a new Interagency Committee and in- 
vited opinion on their pet projects. 

Col. Prentiss’ latest statement leaves the issue 
up to the Governor of Missouri. Unfortunately, 
though, the building of dams by federal agencies 
is not in the jurisdiction of state governors. If 
Congress orders that dams be built, the -En- 
gineers must build them. And the Engineers 
have shown an ability to lobby for such con- 
gressional orders. 

Perhaps the Engineers will not do anything 
about Current river dams for a while. Missouri 
would like to be sure that this decision is per- 
manent. The roaring springs and wooded hills 
of the Current river country should be safe 
from high dams, impounded water and the Army 
Engineers. 


More Doctors Needed 


The fighting in Korea puts new emphasis on 
the need for more doctors, nurses and medical 
technicians. It also calls attention once more 
to the fact that Representative Andrew Bie- 
miller’s bill to help medical schools is being 
blocked, largely because of the influence of the 
American Medical Association lobby.> 

The A.M.A. has deprecated President Truman's 
claim that we need at least 20 per cent more 
doctors in peacetime, It is always possible to 
be captious about such estimates—even though 
the failure of medical education to keep pace 
with the growth of population is an eloquent 
argument in the President's support. 

The Korean war, however, makes the issue 
specific, indeed. The Surgeon General of the 
Army has not been able to recruit the 354 
doctors needed by the Army and the 400 doctors 
needed by the Navy. He sent out 3000 appeals 
for volunteers. He received only 200 answers, 
and only 15 were offers of service. 

If necessary, the armed services can draft doc- 
tors; and they will—to the full extent of their 
need. The burden will fall on the civilian popu- 
lation. During World War II, the Army alone 
absorbed 46,362 doctors, 14,620 dentists, 57,446 
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especially since the Korean war gives it new

Franco’s Loan, A Sad Story 

Nobody in Congress seems very proud of ship- 
ping American dollars to Franco. When the 
House voted for a $62,500,000 loan, only seven 
members would agree to a record vote. 

Earlier the Senate voted for a $100,000,000 
loan, and even the No. 1 Francophile, Senator 
McCarran, apologized for the Spanish dictator- 
ship. Senator Pepper lamely explained his swing 
to McCarran’s side by saying, “We can’t afford 
to be too particular about our friends.” 

Can't we? On the same“*day the Congressmen 
voted funds for Franco, a dictator utterly hostile 
to democracy, they debated whether to cut a 
much smaller Point Four assistance program for 
friendly nations. 

Who put over the Franco loan? 

There was the Franco lobby, led by its paid 
agent, Charles P. Clark. He worked long and 


Brewster, and others who had junketed to Spain 
and made friends with Franco. ) 

There was, too, a split in the Administration. 
President Truman and the State Department 
opposed the Franco loan, but Secretary of De- 
fense Johnson is said to have been for it. Un- 
fortunately, Secretary Acheson virtually sabo- 
taged his own protests last spring, when he said 
that aid to Spain would not be objectionable if it 
came from the Export-Import Bank. 

Moreover, as the Senators’ statements suggest, 
the Korean crisis has changed the mood of Con- 
gress. But are we now to believe that anyone 
who is against Communism is on our side? 

Congress may come to regret the Franco loan, 
and not merely because it is economically un- 
sound. The effect of this measure is to support 
a Fascist dictator just when the United States 
should be most careful about those with whom 
it marches.

He would not have been fright- 
ened had he been accused of helping to build a 
welfare state, any more than he would have 
been afraid to stand up for the Bill of Rights. 

He was, in short, a public servant whose 
example needs to be remembered more than his 
name.

Three Defiant Lobbyists 

Edward A. Rumely, executive secretary of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, pro- 
tested angrily when the Lobby Investigating 
Committee decided to ask the House of Repre- 
sentatives to cite him for contempt of Congress. 

“You are invading our Constitutional rights,” 
said Rumely, who claims that the purpose of 
the C.C.G. is to uphold the American way. “You 
are trying to bust up the Bill of Rights.” 

He is so attached to the American way of 
life that he was convicted of accepting money 
from the German Government to finance his 
operation of the New York Daily Mail during 
the first World War. He saved between $240,000 
and $300,000 at the taxpayers’ expense recently 
by having his propaganda sent out under Con- 
gressional frank, and he limits contributions to 
his organization to $490, thus avoiding a require- 
ment that names of contributors be made public. 

Just about as unpleasant are Joseph P. Kamp, 
who has a long record as an anti-Semitic rabble- 
rouser and now is serving one jail term for 
contempt of Congress, and William L. Patterson, 
executive secretary of the Civil Rights Congress, 
an organization whose attachment to Com- 
munist causes seems more than coincidental. 

All three men refused to tell the House com- 
mittee the details of the sources of their money 
and what they are doing with it. The right of 
Congressional committees to obtain such informa- 
tion is long established. Many persons have 
served jail terms for refusing to disclose such 
facts. Surely the House should not except Rume- 
ly, Kamp or Patterson.

The Rus- 
sians admit selling the North 
Koreans some arms before they 
withdrew occupation forces in 
1948. American forces have cap- 
tured from the North Koreans 
large quantities of Russian mili- 
tary equipment manufactured in 
1949 and 1950. 

The Government report re- 
veals North Korea as complete- 
ly dominated by the | Soviet 

Union, the most docile of all 
the satellite states; in the years 
the Russians have been in 
North Korea there have been 
no purges, no dissident ele- 
ments, 

The men who run North 
Korea now, under Russian di- 
rection, are practically the 
same ones the Russians chose 
for the job in 1945.

They permit the North Koreans 
to send representatives to the big 
world-wide Communist rallies and 


increased considerably. The Ko- 

reans are turning out more and 

more fertilizers, chemicals, steel 

and food, and shipping more and 

more of them to the Soviet Union 

at prices favorable to the U.S.S.R. 
Coal From U.S.S.R. 

The North Koreans _ receive 
from the Soviets, in addition to 
armaments and machinery, pract- 
ically all of their bituminous coal. 
Their native coal is anthracite. 

Russia also sends them nearly 
all of their crude oil. The North 
Korean’s other sources of foreign 
supply are primarily China, Man- 
churia and Hongkong—the only 
non-Communist community with 
which the country does much 
business. 

Under a 1949 economic and 
cultural pact, Russia lent 212,- 
000,000 rubles to North Korea. 
One concession Russia gained 
was the right to establish naval 
bases in North Korea. These 
have been developed at the 
ports of Ch’ongjin and Najin. 
Wonsan and Unggi may also be 
under development as minor 
Russian naval bases. 

The Soviets control North Ko- 
rean foreign trade through “Mor- 
trans.” a jointly owned but So- 
viet-dominated corporation op- 
erating shipping and port an 
trucking facilities, North Koreas 
one oil refinery, at Wonsan, is 
jointly owned by the Soviets and 
North Korea and operated by So- 
viet personnel. It has been the 
target of attacks by American 
bombers. 

Chemical Industry Leads. 

North Korean products have 
been a big help to the underde- 
veloped Soviet Far East. The 
chief industry is production of 
chemicals, including fertilizer. 
This industry is based on hydro- 
electric power, with which North 
Korea is well supplied. 

Next most important industry 
is iron and steel. North Korea 
produced °215,000 metric tons in 
1948, planned to produce 820,000 
tons in 1950. 

North Korea has had a severe 
manpower shortage, partly 
cause 280,000 persons were in the 
government and the military 
forces as of April. The govern- 
ment last spring broadcast that 
it needed 90,000 additional work- 
ers. Stringent methods were to

Ulbricht started life in Leip- 
zig as a youth who wasn’t a very 
good table finisher in a cabinet- 
making concern. Between polish- 
ing jobs; young Walter stirred up 
everybody with radical ideas 
about life and work.

The 1940-1950 war years 
brought “a veritable revolution in 
the distribution of income.”

The author is less 
partisan in dealing with his 
main characters and in general 
more detached than in “The 
Green Years,” “Shannon's 
Way,” “The Citadel” and “The 
Stars Look Down.” Even s0, 
the reader will have no trouble 
in deciding where his sym- 
pathies lie. 

To some extent, Dr. Cronin’s 
altered style is imposed by his 
subject. “The Spanish Gar- 
dener” is a psychological study 
with a single character—a frus- 
trated, spiritually impoverished 
minor American diplomat — at 
the center. When we first meet 
him, Harrington Brande is 
about to take over the consulate 
at San Jorge, a Spanish town 
of little diplomatic or commer- 
cial importance on the Mediter- 
ranean coast. It soon becomes 
apparent that Brande regards 
his inferior status in the con- 
sular service as a malignant 
Piece of injustice. It is also 
quite evident that he is in- 
capable of seeing himself as 
others do or he would realize 
that his “superiority,” of which 
he is so thoroughly convinced, 
is really nothing more than an 
archaic snobism. |

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THE SHAPING SPIRIT: A STUDY OF 
WALLACE STEVENS, by William 
Van O'Connor. (Chicago: Henry

ALLACE STEVENS has 
W for many years been recog- 
nized as one of America’s 
foremost poets, and this year 
Yale University has given him 
official recognition as winner of 
the annual Bollingen prize for 
poetry. The public is fortu- 
nate that this award coincides 
with the appearance of the 
present critical study of his 
work by Professor William Van 

O’Connor of the University of 

Minnesota. 

One part of Wallace Steven's 
life, his success in the business 
world, the public is equipped to 
appreciate. Mr. Stevens has had 
a very successful career as an 
insurance lawyer, and has been 
since 1934 a vice president of 
the Hartford Accident & In- 
demnity Co. 

Another part of his life, 
which has led to his acclaim 
as one of our best contempo- 
rary poets, albeit one who is 
sometimes quite difficult to 
understand, the public is less 
well equipped to appreciate. 
Professor O’Connor’s study pro- 
vides some necessary analysis 
and interpretation, and should 
send lovers of poetry hunting 
for copies of Stevens's books. 

For all his legal and financial 
acumen, Wallace Stevens is a 


thoroughgoing romantic, a poet 
of the human imagination. 
Sometimes he has been called a 
merely decorative poet. How 
wrong this is, we see in Mr. 
O’Connor’s discovery of the 
foundations of belief underlying 
his poetry. Stevens “Acknowl- 
edges that beliefs are fictions, 
but holds that some fictions ac- 
cord with our needs, like the 
fiction of heroism, love, or the 
brotherhood of man.” 

Thought is not the source of 
our beliefs. “We have grown 
weary of the man who thinks,” 
writes the poet. Sensibility and 
imaginative response to what is 
within and what is without— 
these create poetry which is 
myth, belief, and beauty. They 
create such marvellous lines as 
these: ® 


“For me the firefly’s quick, 
electric stroke 

Ticks tediously the time of one 
more year. 

And you? Remember how the 
crickets came 

Qut of their mother grass, like 
little kin, t 

In the pale nights, when your 
first imagery 

Found inklings of your bond to 
all that dust.” 

Such lines are hardly mere 
ornament; if they are, so is life 
and change and our human 
bondage to mortality.

has struck up a friendship with 
a young gardener at the con- 
sular villa, he forbids its con- 
finuance. The gardener, to 
Brande, is not only a member 
of the “lower orders,” but rep- 
resents that rough outside 
world which the Consul vaguely 
fears. For somewhat the same 
reasons Nicholas welcomes the 
friendship. The gardener, Jose, 
has a vivid, sympathetic nature, 
is an accomplished fisherman 
and a star athlete. He opens 
up to the mind of the cloistered 
Nicholas the prospect of a new, 
varied, free and exciting life. 


So, despite his father’s atti- 
tude and his habit of obedience, 
Nicholas goes off on a secret 
fishing trip with Jose and even 
dares to spend the night at the 
latter’s house in the town’s poor 
quarter. When Brande finally 
discovers the situation, he takes 
a drastic step. Eugene Halevy, 
a French psychiatrist and an 
acquaintance of long standing, 
is called in for professional ad- 
vice. 

After the most superficial 
examination of the facts, Halevy 
puts the worst possible con- 
struction on the essentially in- 
nocent comradeship between 
the two boys. Brande, in his 
anger and shame, seeks not 
merely a “cure” for his son but 
severe punishment for Jose. 
The train of events ‘that he 
thereupon sets in motion brings 
disaster —to Jose, to Nicholas 
and to Brande. 
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S the chief virtue of this 
A story is in its plot, it would 

be unfair to the- author 
(not to mention the publishers) 
to tell how it works out. Dr. 
Cronin is a natural story-teller 
and a gifted craftsman. In this 
instance, however, his work is 
almost too neatly organized and 
too fast in its movement and 
for this reason, or another, the 
possibilities of a psychologically 
rich and dramatically strong 
situation are but meagerly ex- 
ploited. 


What he had in his hands 
was a provocatiye modern 
theme—the enormities that can 
be visited upon the susceptible 
by the unchallenged authority 
of a Freud-and-water “scien- 
tist’”” (and how many are there 
at large?). But Dr. Cronin chose 
to slight this aspect of his story 
and as a result gave us little 
more than a melodrama enacted 
by characters all of one piece, 
and hence a little false. 

Admirers of Dr. Cronin’s

T is doubtful whether dyed- 
| in-the-wool poker players 
can be persuaded to read a 


‘ book on the mathematical prin- 


ciples and strategy of the game 
to which they are so passion- 
ately devoted. By far the most 
of them, surely, will hold that 
the place for an education in 
the theory and practice of card- 
playing is at the card table. 

But for those who do want to 
give their interest in the game 
an academic turn, here are the 
McDonald essays which ap- 
peared in Fortune Magazine a 
while back, now stretched out 
to cover business and war. 
These essays are based on the 
abstract mathematical ‘Theory 
of Games” worked out by John 
von Neumann, the mathemati- 
cian, and Oskar Morgenstern, 
an economist. ) 

That card games, given time 
enough, will submit to a certain 
mathematical discipline is not 
exactly news to card players. 
Indeed, a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of this is essential to any- 
body who intends to push any 
chips out to the center of the 
table. 
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E should know, for example, 
5 a pair: occurs once in 

every two and a half hands, 
a straight in every 256 hands, 
four of a kind in every 4165 
hands and a straight flush once 
in every 64,974 hands. And he 
had better act accordingly with- 
out, however, ruling out the 
possibility of two straights in a 
row. 

But whether he will want to 
seek guidance in this little book 
—or to leave it to those with a 
flair for mathematical theory— 
may be best determined by 
sampling the work. Here is 
perhaps. its most significant 
paragraph: 

“The rational player does not 
try to maximize his gain but 
takes the alternative course of 
accepting a limitation on the 
maximum in the form of an 
‘optimum.’ In declining the 
‘best’ possible outcome, he like- 


wise avoids the worst possible 
outcome. Taking a range of 
possible high and low ‘gains 
(or losses), he knows the worst. 
But to prevent his opponent 
from finding him out and forc- 
ing him to accept the worst, he 
resorts to chance moves that 
give him a known probable 
average outcome. There is no 
way for his opponent to crack 
this strategy. For the one who 
follows it knows where he will 
come out regardless of what his 
opponent does.” 
x *« * 

N other words, such a player, 
| while relying to a consider- 

able degree on _ judicious 
bluffing, will not fool himself 
and will not allow himself to be 
surprised. But it would seem 
that he might still lose a bit of 
money on a given evening in 
which the cards are not run- 
ning his way. But even then, 
this so-called minimax theory 
ought to save him from a de- 
bacle. 

More than a few good poker 
players must have worked out 
an approximation of this idea. 
The trouble with this little book 
in that it does not present the 
theory in a style which is likely 
to appeal to many card players. 
It may not be far beside the 
mark to say that this is a novel- 
ty for mathematicians, illustrat- 
ed by generalized references to 
card playing and, of course, to 
business and war. Some poker 
players will want to have a look 
at it. Personally, I will still 
open on jacks.

HE first words in this book, 
aside from the title page 
and the table of contents, 
are these from John Stuart 
“Mill: 

“If all mankind minus one 
were of one opinion, and only 
one person were of the con- 
trary opinion, mankind would 
be no more justified in the si- 
lencing of that one person, than 
he, if he had the power, would 
be justified in silencing man- 
kind.” 

Jerome Davis could not have 
chosen a truer keynote for his 
plea for fair dealing in the 
treatment of persons whose 
opinions do not in all respects 
fit the prevailing conceptions. 
Mill’s theme that the unpopu- 
lar idea and the minority view 
deserve society’s protection is 
illustrated hundreds of times 
by the former Yale professor. 

There is nothing new about 
smearing in the United States. 
It is an old political stock-in- 
trade. Dr. Davis makes all this 
very clear almost at the outset 
by reviewing a few of the char- 
acter assassination campaigns 
waged against great American 
Presidents. 

In 1781, malicious detractors 
of Washington broke into the 
State House in Philadelphia and 
defaced the picture of the Rev- 
olutionary leader. Washington 
was so bitter about the libels 
hurled at him that he said he 
never dreamed “that I should 
be accused of being the enemy 
of one nation and subject to the 
influence of another; and to 
prove it that every act of my 
administration would be tor- 
tured, and the grossest and 
most insidious misrepresenta- 
tion of them be made as could 
scarcely be applied to a Nero 
or a common pickpocket.” 


Jefferson was described as 
“an atheist, an adulterer and a 
robber.” The third President 
wrote a friend that “men who 
have been intimate all their 
lives cross the street to avoid 
meeting me and to turn their 
heads another way.” The cal- 
umnies against Lincoln includ- 
ed such gentle descriptions as 
“obscene clown,” “gorilla” and 
“traitor.” And the slurs at 
Franklin D. Roosevelt are too 
recent to need any recalling.

The attempted character as- 
sassination about which Jer- 
ome Davis knows most was the 
assault on himself and it is the 
chapter which recounts this 
frightening episode that many 
readers will find most interest- 
ing. The attack came in 1939 
just after Dr. Davis completed 
three years as president of 
the American Federation of 
Teachers. He was then look- 
ing forward to an important 
post with the National Youth 
Administration. That hope was 
knocked into a cocked hat by 
an article in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post entitled “Communist 
Wreckers of American Labor,” 


by Benjamin Stolberg, who said 
that the teachers union, which 
Jerome Davis “dominates” was 
the only AFL union controlled 
by the Communists. 

Dr. Davis, ordained minister 
and a Democrat in politics, sued 
the magazine and after a long 
and costly ordeal was paid 
$11,00® The Stolberg charge 
was not remotely proved. 

The author believes that the 
average citizen will accomplish 
less by inveighing against the 
McCarthys and Parnell Thom- 
ases than by working in their 
own communities for “a free 
America.” As he puts it, failure 
in our own backyard is “pecu- 
liarly our responsibility.” 

A splendid introduction by 
Chancellor Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago closes with 
words which belong with those 
quoted from Mill. They are: 

“How is the educated man 
to show the fruits of his educa- 
tion in times like these? He 
must do it by showing that he 
can and will think for himself. 
He must keep his head and use 
it. He must never push other 
people around, nor acquiesce 
when he sees it done. He must 
struggle to retain the perspec- 
tive and the sense of proportion 
that his studies have given him 
and decline to be earried away 
by the waves of hysteria. He 
must be prepared to pay the 
penalty of unpopularity. He 
must hold fast to his faith in 
freedom. He must insist that 
freedom is the chief glory of 
mankind and that to repress it 
is in effect to repress the hu- 
man _ spirit.”

In 1901, Mr. Olds developed 
his famed “curved dash run- 
about” which sold for $650, the 
first of the low-priced cars. Its 
popularity made the nation auto- 
hungry and by developing mass- 
production methods, 4000 were 
produced the first year. 

The runabout made a trans- 
continental trip in 1902 across 
muddy lanes and trackless wastes 
which would have tried any mod- 
ern car. On Feb. 15, 1902, Olds 
placed his first advertisement in 
the Saturday Evening Post and 
became the first man to advertise 
a car nationally.

U.N. Winning Korea Supply War; 
Reds’ Situation Grows Desperate

Invaders’ Reserves About Used Up, Indus-

The supply situation of the 
North Korean army is now be- 
coming desperate. 

The supply of an army is di- 
vided into two main activities: 
procurement and transportation. 
Items such as ammunition, weap- 
ons, spare parts, gasoline and lu- 
bricants ‘may be procured from 
one of the following sources: (1) 
accumulated stores; (2) local man- 
ufacture; (3) importation from 
abroad; (4) capture from the en- 


emy. 
. The reserve stocks of the North 
Koreans, including much material 
brought to the combat zone and 
stored in dumps, have been large- 
ly used up or destroyed by our 
air operations. Their industries, 
never of large total capacity, have 
been pretty well knocked out, 
also by air. Captures were of 
considerable help to them in the 
early days of the war, but that 
source is producing little or noth- 
ing now, and in any case cap- 
tured weapons are of value only 
as long as captured ammunition 
and spare parts last, since re- 
placements cannot be obtained. 
More and more, therefore, the 
North Koreans must depend on 
help from abroad—which as a

As to air supply, there has been 
no sign of it. It could hardly be 
used in any volume in view of 
the complete air superiority pos- 
sessed by the U.N. air forces. 

As to movement of supplies 
by rail, the railways of North 
Korea have taken a terrible beat- 
ing from the air. Locomotives 
and rolling stock, and the shops 
which repair them, have been de- 
stroyed. Hardly a railway bridge 
is standing, though the capacity 
of the North Koreans for make- 
shift repairs, using forced labor 
and locally procured material, 
should not be underestimated. 
Tunnels have been blown up; 
freight yards have been repeat- 
edly attacked and heavily dam- 
aged; on coastal railways both 
naval gunfire and landing parties 
have been used to interrupt traf- 
fic in various ways. 

Motor Traffic Impaired. 
Movement of supplies by-road 
has been the subject of constant 
attacks which have virtually 
halted the movement of motor 
traffic by day; more recently 
night intruder raids, using para- 
chute flares, have inflicted severe 
losses on convoys. Moreover, 


gradually, as 

relentless hammering from 

the air continued, the whole vast 

machinery of supply began to 

slow down. The deliveries were 
reduced in volume. 


Ammunition had to be hoarded. 
which meant that infantry must 
attack without sufficient artillery 
support, that the fire of automatic 
weapons could no longer be lav- 
ishly poured out — and that 
soldiers for the first time began 
to lose ‘confidence in superiors 
whom they hold responsible for 
a state of affairs which to them 
all too often meant death instead 
@f life. Gasoline and oil, too, had 
to be rationed—which meant that 
nearer the combat zone much ton- 
nage was moved by animal trans- 
port or even on the back of hu- 
man beings. 


Animals and porters were 
swept up from the countryside, 
pressed into service—at the cost 
of the hatred of the inhabitants, 
a hatred for which the North 
Korean Reds may one day pay a 
bitter price. 


Captured Reds Starving. 


Food was likewise requisitioned 
from the people, notably in South 
Korea; but this source is now all 
but exhausted. Red troops have 
been captured who had been with- 
out food for as much as four 
days. More and more Red sol- 
diers must be used as rear-area 
police, to keep the hungry people 
in order, and to carry out requi- 
—— for food, stores and forced 
abor. 


Compare with these conditions 
the supply situation of the 
United Nations forces. It is true 
they are operating 5000. miles 
from their base. But these are 
sea miles, and their navies com- 
mand the sea. There is ample 
shipping, a good well equipped 
port and at least three auxiliary 
ports. Nobody is attacking either 
the ports or the ships. Priority 
items can be sent by airlift. 


Inside the area of Korea which 
the U.N. forces hold, the rail- 
ways function day and_ night; 
there are no blown tunnels and 
broken bridges; the repair shops 
are busy keeping rolling stock in 
service. There is plenty of fuel 
for locomotives and for motor 
trucks too. The guerrilla and 
sabotage problems are well in 
hand. Troop movéments can be 
calculated in time and space with 
confidence that the troops will 
arrive where they are needed at 
the appointed time. 

When labor is required from 
the populace, it can be well paid 
for and the people performing it 
can be fed. There are still short- 
ages at the front—most notably 
in combatant manpower. But 
these shortages are being made 
up—they are reduced each day, 
while all the shortages of the 


North Koreans grow more acute.

“I have seen the cold days in 
spring, just right for football, 
when our baseball players would 
huddle the bench,” Maj. Gould 
said. * n, in fall, the football 
players swelter through their 
workouts in early September. 
This cool summer prompted the 
forecast that September would be 
hot, just ideal for baseball. In- 
stead we'll have to put on those 
heavy football uniforms and I 
know our boys are going to run 
around with their tongues hang- 
ing out from the oppressing heat.” 

Maj. Gould’s plan has support 
from the south St. Louis county 
schools which will swing into a 
baseball program just as soon as 
school starts, a weer from Tues- 
day. 

Labor day, which used to be 
the official jumping off date for 
football has now become a half- 
way point in the advanced train- 
ing program. By that time Mis- 
sour schools will have had three 
weeks of practice behind' them 
and be prepared for Sept. 8 open- 
ing: games. In fact, Ken Scheu 
of Hannibal McCooey is looking 
for a contest on that weekend to 
help complete his schedule. 

Almost universally, though, the 
schools will begin their schedules 
Sept. 15, a week earlier than 
usual because of the Aug. 15 start 
permitted for the first time under 
a law voted by the Missouri 
schools. Illinois schools will have 
had less practice, but many of 
them, too, will unveil their mod- 
els around the middle of the 
month. 

One good effect of the earlier 
starting date is that there will be 
about a week of rest for the ath- 
letes between the time they turn 
in their football togs and report 
for basketball. Heretofore, the 
seasons have overlapped and it 
has been the rule rather than the 
exception that a team will have 
played several basketball games 
with the football championship 
yet to be decided. 

Besides the weather and sched- 
ule, coaches also have another 
source of worry—the possibility 
that some of their older boys will 
enlist in a branch of the military 
service. One coach who had been 
letting the boys work out inform- 
ally, without supervision, said he 
didn't know how many of his let- 
termen were going to be back 
because of the war in Korea. 
Some of the athletes are members 
of reserve military units.

The changed regulations shoul 
make everyone happy. At present 
the season for the impounded 
waters, such as Lake of the 
Ozarks, Lake Wappapello and 
Clearwater reservoir, is the same 
as for the streams and rivers. 
That means, of course, that 
most game fish cannot be taken 
anywhere in the state until 
March 15 and black.bass and jack 
salmon—two of the big favorites 
—until May 30. 
The change would open ‘fishing 
for all species of fish from Jan. 
1 through Dec. 31 next year in all 
lakes or—as the commission re- 
fers to them — impoundments. 
Regulations for the streams and 
rivers would remain unchanged. 
If the change is made, the state 
will have the most liberal rules 
for fishing in many years. Until 
two years ago, all species could 
be taken from the impounded 
waters after March 15. When the 
commission decided the season 
for black bass and jack salmon 
would open May 30 throughout 
the state, the resort owners set 
up a howl that has never sub- 
sided. 

The phenomenal and surprising 
increase in deer in Missouri, as 
well as in other states, is the 
basis for the contemplated change 
in the deer regulations. Last year 
hunters were permitted to shoot 
Geer for five days in 25 counties. 

As Dan Saults of the Conserva- 
tion Commission wrote in an arti- 
cle several months ago: “Mis- 
souri’s whitetail deer, the state's 
only big game today, has staged 
a great comeback in the last 15 
years, increasing its numbers by 
about 1200 per cent” 

The Post-Dispatch also has 
learned there are ne other 
changes in the offing for the 
game seasons. Rules for this 
year’s quail season will remain 
the same, with a dally .and pos- 
session limit of 10 birds and 
a Nov, 10-to-Dec. 31 shooting 
period.

Rain and More Rain 


Down on the Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


HEN a drouth breaks in our valley, it breaks with a bang. 
Two weeks ago we were spending our days and nights 
worrying about the pastures and the water and whether 
there would ever again be enough moisture so that we could 
get a plow into the ground. 
It looked as though .all plans 
for fall work in the fields 
would go glimmering. One by 
one the springs and branches 
and small ponds dried. up. 
One day young Buddy and I 
went over into the Huff Field 
across the highway, where we 
are running the yearling 
heifers which will be added 
to the herd next season. 
Here we have built a small 
pond which is fed by a 
spring once noted as one of 
the finest in the countryside. 
Its flow had dried up entirely 
and the pond held not much 
more than a thimbleful of 
water, so that we had to 
bring the heifers into the 
horse pasture where they 
could be watered from the 
well, 

Over on Perry's side of the farm, the steers still had 
plenty of grass and lespedeza. But the branch which flows 
through the fields there got down to an occasional pool; and 
then the pools disappeared, one by one. The small pond which 
we had dug there still held water, but it grew shallower every 
day and showed signs of becoming stagnant. We'd expected 
to bring those steers up and turn them out on the alfalfa and 
brome grass, but neither brome nor alfalfa was showing much 
growth after the last mowing and we were reluctant to start 
pasturing it. Lespedeza is universally recommended in Missouri 
as midsummer pasture; but this season it came up four or five 
inches and stopped growing. 

* * * 

Then the rains came. In three days and nights we 
measured nine and a half inches in the rain gauge 
on the barn-lot fence. It wasn’t quite the “40-day dry 
drizzle” we'd hoped for, but we aren’t going te com- 
plain about that. For now all the ponds are filled to 
the brim and the spring branches are running full. 
Saline creck rose six or seven feet and went out over 
the bottom fields. Terraces ran te the brim. The 
county road washed out until it was impassable. Yet 
walking over the farm we found remarkably little 
damage. Certainly this is one tremendous advantage 
of grass farming, which checks or does away with 
practically all erosion. 

- * x 
@ HERE AND THERE the water had found a low spot in a 
terrace and spilled over, yet even in such places there were 
few signs of washing. And in the bottom fields, where overflow 
used to cut deep channels, the grass checked the runoff and 
held the soil. So our biggest repair job was on the county 
road, where bitter experience has taught us that payment of 
the highest road taxes in the county has far less to do with 
road repairs than has “buttering up” the county court or 
electing a judge from the neighborhood or being able to 
corral and deliver a few sure votes for the party in office. 
Be that as it may, we went to work and hauled enough rock 
and gravel so that the road is once more passable. 

* x * 

The weather since the rains has been more like 
Michigan than August in Missouri; and all growing 
things have taken a new lease on life. The alfalfa 
seemed to grow inches overnight, so that we turned 
dn half the young steers and then, in a day or two, the 
‘other half. Already their coats seem a bit shinier as 
they graze for perhaps an hour, then hunt the shade 
te lie contentedly chewing their cuds. Pasturing alfalfa 
alone can be a dangerous business, due to bloat from 
the rapid fermentation of so much succulent green 
feed. 

* + * 
@ ORDINARILY, during our Missouri summers, there is 
little inspiration to ride horseback, so that Daisy and Ribbon 
roam the fields and grow fat and frisky. But during the cur- 
rent cool weather we saddle them up each morning and go for 
a short ride. Sometimes there are cattle to be moved from one 
field to another, a task which the mares enjoy as much as we 
do. Each day we like to check the cows and calves, just to 
make certain all is well. Often we ride up to the east boundary 
of the farm, on the lower slope of Buford, just to look at the 
view and see how the grass is growing. The dogs run with us, 
stopping for a swim in each of the creeks and ponds and 
pointing every box tortoise, field mouse and frog which they 
encounter. Nor are they lacking in real game to point, for the 
bob-whites are everywhere. 

* * x 

We've had quite a time with the bees, which have 
been rather badly neglected ever since we moved jo 
Possum Trot Il. Early last spring some of the cattle 
rubbed against the hive, se that the frames in which 
the honey is stored were knocked kitty-wampus. On 
Giff Adams's last visit we discovered that the top 
supers were full ef honey and stuck tegether se firmly 
that they couldn't be separated. We put in extra 
supers and a bee escape, through which the workers 
are suppesed to make their exit from the filled supers 
so that these can be removed. But semehow, when |! 
went to take off the supers, they'd managed to find a 
new entrance up under the lid, seo that the honey 
chambers were as full ef bees as ever. 

* * + 

@ 1 CALLED JOHN AKERS FOR HELP and he came over 
and we took off enough honey-filled frames so that the lid 
could be clamped on tight again. Next we made ready two new 
supers filled with wax foundation and slipped these in beneath 
the filled supers, also putting on an extra inner cover, fitted 
with a bee escape. All this we managed to do without a single 
sting, by working on sunny days when the bees were busy 
bringing in nectar and pollen. The first honey to come off was 
made chiefly from white or Dutch clover and is, in our 
opinion, the finest that our countryside produces. It is a clear, 
light gold in color and has a delicious flavor. We have almost 
a hundred pounds more of this to harvest and I'm wondering 
whether I'll be lucky enough to complete that job without a 
sting. Meanwhile the goldenrod and asters, Spanish needle 
and a half-dozen other flowers of late summer are starting 
to bloom and should furnish a good honey flow.

He was late, too, 
and the ear-splitting din of the machinery at the Allis-Chalmers 
plant was already at its shrillest pitch, but even above the noise 
could be heard the voices of Bill and his foreman. 

“Get out of here,” the foreman was saying. “You're not work- 
ing today. Go on-home and sober up and ‘then we'll talk about it.” 

Angrily Bill swung around and lurched toward the door, As he 
went out into the yards, someone heard him roar, “Ill kill myself. 
I'm able to work. If they don’t let me work, I'll sheot myself.” 


The worried foreman reported 
the incident to Henry Mielcarek, 
Allis-Chalmer’s industrial rela- 
tions division manager. Miel- 
carek started out to look for Bill 
himself. He hunted around the 
yards first but Bill had gone. Sev- 
eral hours and several saloons 
later, he located him and took 
him to a hospital. When he had 
sobered up, Bill’s rehabilitation 
began. 

Today, Bill is pointed out as a 
good example of one of the many 
problem drinkers who have been 
straightened out in the first year 
of the Allis-Chalmers Manufac- 
turing Co.’s experimental fight 
against that enemy of any smooth- 
running industry — alcoholism. 
And nobody enjoys telling you 
about the change more than Bill.

Only recently has society 
recognized the problem drjnker in 
general as a sick man in need of 
help, a man that no amount of 
scolding, threatening, firing, or 
jailing would help, a man—or 
woman—who did not drink from 
choice but because he could not 
stop.

Al- 
coholism takes years of drinking 
and does not show up usually 
until the late thirties or early 
forties. The average age of the 


male problem drinker was 44.9 
years. 

Frequently the alcoholic coun- 
seling overlapped into other coun- 
seling fields. Many a man was 
referred to the legal counselor 
for help on staving off creditors, 
amortizing his debts, solving legal 
tangles. Sometimes the housing 
counselor was called in. 

“As in the case of a man with 
a wife and five children, all of 
whom were living in three rooms,” 
said Mielcarek, “The man worked 
nights, tried to sleep days, and 
the kids made too much noise. 
He'd put his clothes on and go to 
a tavern for peace, quiet and a 
drink, We solved the problem by 
finding the family a larger home 
in the country (they'd been farm 
people) and the man has quit 
drinking entirely. Last Christmas 
his wife sent us a letter saying 
it was the first real Christmas 
they'd had in 10 years.

S counselor steps in. One of 
our cases was a man who'd 

been tied to the apron strings of 
a widowed mother, After his mar- 
riage, he and his wife and two 
children still lived with his moth- 
er. During the war years he be- 
gan group riding with some men 
who stopped in at a tavern on the 
way home. It was the first male 
companionship he'd ever had and 
he took to hanging around the 
tavern more and more, going back 
after dinner to play cards. Well, 
we have a card club here, and we 
induced him to play cards at the 
clubhouse where no intoxicating 
drinks are served, When he found 
he could have companionship 
without drinking, he stopped. 
Since then he’s joined our cam- 
era club and sketch club, too. 
And, incidentally, he’s been pro- 
moted several times in his job.” 

The many available recreation- 
al facilities, sports from tennis to 
tobogganing, flying, dancing, 
music, arts, have been utilized 
as substitutions for drinking. The 
veteran counseling has helped out 
on such cases as that of the debt- 
ridden alcoholic. who was not 
aware that he was entitled to a 
disability pension that would al- ° 
leviate his financial troubles, and 
the young man whose in-law and 
housing problem was solved with 
the aid of a G.I. loan.

One of the show places of Zermatt, visible from 
almost every hotel and chalet, is a cemetery, and 
most of the proud owners of headstones in this ceme- 
tery were killed trying te reach the top of the Mat- 
terhorn.

@ ZERMATT is extremely proud ef this cemetery. It is 
with great civie pride that they point out that the Matterhorn 
has killed more mountain climbers than any other peak in 
the world. To put in a good word for Everest or Whitney 
or Mont Blanc as man-kijlers is tantamount in Zermatt to 
slipping off your coat, doubling up your fists, and getting in 
a fight. 

Another thing that residents of Zermatt like to show the 
newcomer is the window display of a certain store. The dis- 
play consists entirely of pictures, some of them faded and 
yellow with age, of people and groups of people, who went to 
Kingdom Come trying to get to the top of the Matterhorn. 
This display is a tribute to the mountain climber’s ingenuity 
in finding ways to get killed at his favorite “sport.”

There are hob-nailed boots with ankle 
supports built inte them which enable you to break your 
ankle an hour later than you would in ordinary shoes.

I: was autumn, in the middle of October, 1947, and all the

I was 


waiting for the fishing boat which was going to travel to South 


Korea. 


In North Korea joy and hap- 
piness had been swallowed by 
the Russian invaders. There 
was separation of parents and 
children, husbands and wives, 
and friends in villages and 
towns. I was also one of that 
lonely group, for I had met 
such unexpected separation. 
Nobody except my parents 
knew where I was going when 
I left home, because the gov- 
ernment of North Korea had a 
law against anybody leaving for 
South Korea. 


The place where I had been 
sitting alone on the hill by the 
seashore was a few miles from 
my home town. There I sat, 
too sad for tears, because I 
had no idea or plan where I 
would be and whom I would 
call on when I got to South 
Korea. Although I knew that 
there were people whom my 
father knew, I didn’t know 
where they lived. 


I could do nothing but pray 
and ask God to help me, while 
I was sitting there in fear and 
wonder. I myself had nothing 
and I had to depend on Him. 
Although I had been born in a 
pastor’s home, my faith was a 
childish and meaningless one. 
I learned about God from my 
parents and through the family 
prayers which were held at 
home every morning and night. 
I had something called faith 
only from routine and habit. 
But at that moment, I found a 
new faith which I had never 
had before. It was the only 
heritage of my parents that I 
could carry with me, and it be- 
came alive within my mind. 
Then I was able to brave the 
great event which confronted 
me, and I was able to trust Him 
as I looked to my future. 

About that time, it was al- 
ready evening, and I could 
hear a motor running from far 
away through the pretty sun- 
set. The time was approach- 
ing when I had to leave with- 
out promise that I would even 
be back. Who knew! I might be 
gone forever. As the little boat 
came along to the shore, I 
stepped on as if I didn’t care 
about that departure. I got 


on the boat and looked back 
where I had sat, but there was 
no one nor anything to whom 
I could say, “Goodby”; only 
the grasses that were beside 
me while I was sitting there, 
were swaying in the wind. The 
new event and new adventure 
were begun from that moment 
and from that lonely scene. 


During the four days and 
nights on the fishing boat, 
“What would happen if I got 
there?” was the one idea in 
my mind. It seemed to me 
that I had been born again 
into a new world where many 
trials were waiting me.

INALLY I arrived at my 

destination, Seoul. When I 

arrived there, I realized that 
the world had been changed. by 
the Second World War, be- 
cause I saw and felt that the 
place was full of hunger and 
the homeless. The money that 
I brought with me was not 
worth anything in, that situa- 
tion. I had nothing but my- 
self, so I had to find a job 
right away. After two weeks 
of effort, I got a job from 
someone who knew my father 
well. Then I began to work 
at the American Army library 
with Americans, with foreign- 
ers, without being capable of 
speaking and understanding 
their language. It was not an 
easy job but a true hardship. 
Many times I had to come to 
work without breakfast and 
after walking for an hour, be- 
cause the money that I made 
was not enough for one month. 


As the winter came along, I 
aaid 4 ee more but I 
cou o nothing by myself. 

For 
as I attended the American 
Language Institute, I met an 
American teacher. As soon as 
she found out my situation, she 
began to take care of me.

UITE early in 1938 it was evident that the period of surprises

Foreign Office, and, taking in its stride the march of German troops 
into Austria, the feverish activity gathered pace in the course of 


the summer. 


Hitler’s state visit to Musso- 
lini in the first half of May was 
in these storms almost an Indian 
summer interlude, reminding me 
of the European festivals of 1936 
arid 1937. Mussolini had sug- 
gested this visit in my presence, 
when he was very much im- 
pressed by the well-organized re- 
ception accorded to him in Ger- 
many. 

Undoubtedly the most magnif- 
icent feature of Mussolini’s Ger- 
man visit in September, 1937, had 
been his triumphal en into 
Berlin. At Spandau-West Hitler’s 
train unexpectedly drew alorig- 
side Mussolini’s on the left rail- 
way track, and from there ran 
exactly parallel with it, a master- 
piece of operational technique 
thought out by the Reichsbahn. 

I was assured by experts that 
with two heavy trains, each 
having two locomotives, this 
called for great skill on the part 
of the engine drivers, who had 
rehearsed the operation for days 
beforehand. Thus for a quarter 
of an hour the trains ran along- 
side. 

Just before Heerstrasse Station 
the German train began to gain 
almost imperceptibly, so that it 
reached the terminus platform a 
few seconds before the Italian 
train. This had also been care- 
fully thought out by the Reichs- 
bahn, so that Hitler could thus 
walk the few paces along the plat- 
form, and hold out his hand to 
Mussolini in the latter’s salon ex- 
actly when the Italian train 
stopped. The National Socialist 
producers’ technique had done a 
piece of stage management which 
had clicked perfectly. 

Whether Mussolini's invitation 
to Hitler for a return visit would 
have been so hearty if the Aus- 
trian Anschluss had already been 
an accomplished fact seems to me 
somewhat doubtful. 

Only just before the march into 
Austria, Hitler had sent Prince 
Philip of Hesse, son-in-law of the 
King of Italy, with a letter to the 
Italian dictator, setting out the 
reasons for his action. Mussolini 
put a good face to the accom- 
plished fact, and answered that 
he fully understood Hitler’s ac- 
tion. “Duce, I shall never forget 
this action of yours,” Hitler tele- 
graphed in reply, and in this mat- 
ter he kept his word until 1945. 


personally, Hitler always men- 
tioned his conduct over the An- 


schluss. From this I concluded 
that Hitler regarded “Austria’s 
return home” to the Reich as a 
considerable risk in his foreign 
policy, since only his relief that 
it had produced no change in 
Italy’s attitude to Germany can, 
in my opinion, explain his persis- 
tent gratitude.

LL the Foreign Office mem- 

bers of the delegation to Italy 

spent much time at the tai- 
lors, being fitted in the “Admir- 
al’s” uniform to the cut approved 
by Frau von Ribbentrop. Actu- 
ally this uniform was not more 
ornate than the historic uniforms 
worn by French or British diplo- 
mats on formal occasions, but in 
republican Germany we had, like 
the Americans, been used just to 
wearing tails, so that we felt ill- 
adapted to such a rig-out. 

In Italy, when we walked up the 
red carpeted steps of the historic 
palaces we were also enwrapped 
in a heraldic mantle. But the 

an uniform’s cap was some- 
what incongruous; a cocked hat 
would have suited the Admiral 
motif and have been better 
theater. 

Indeed our uniform was not a 
good effort in stage production, 
since for somewhat corpulent 
middle-aged diplomats, especially 
if they be below medium height, 
the morning coat, preferred for 
this reason in most countries, is 
undoubtedly more esthetic from 
the point of view of curves. Un- 
military figures in military uni- 
forms often look like concierges. 

On May 2, 1938, I set off in 
this uniform for Italy with Hitler 
and Ribbentrop from Anhalt Sta- 
tion.

During the journey 
from one Italian city to another 
we constantly had to change from 
uniform to mufti and back again 
and into different sorts of uni- 
form with swords or rapiers, so 
that our compartments looked like 
the dressing rooms of cinema ac- 
tors.

EASING by NBC of the 3000- 
seat Center Theater in Rockefel- 
ler Center brings to 16 the num- 
ber of former legitimate play- 
houses in New York City bought 
or rented by the NBC, ABC, CBS, 
Dumont and Mutual networks for 
staging television and radio pro- 
grams. TV shows will be pro- 
duced in 11 of the theaters. 
NBC’s Center Theater is the 
largest legitimate playhouse in 
the world. It’s size will enable 
NBC stage television shows on 
as elaborate a scale as can any 
Broadway producer. By the time 
the theater has been completely 
remodeled for TV NBC will have 
spent perhaps $5,000,000.

Mollie Parnis, Successful Creator of Women's Dresses and Suits, Does Have Keen Eye for Proportion

money was scarce and she got a 
job to provide the little “extras” 
for her school wardrobe she 
looked upon a private swimming 
pool as the epitome of success. 
If she ever could get sufficient 
money together to have one of her 
own, then she would feel that her 
dreams had come true. 

It took plenty of hard work 
and many disappointments before 
Mollie Parnis reached the private 
swimming pool state, but once she 
had reached there she decided 
that the pool would be a reality 
even though collecting antiques 
and rare porcelain was more typi- 
cal of her interest and her taste. 
So there it is in all its glory, 
framing her house in such a way 
that some say the house was de- 


' signed for it. Kidney-shaped, it 


does repeat the unusual line of 
the house and is the focal point 
of the entire landscaping. 

Achieving her goal of financial 
success hasn't meant as much to 
this designer as some of her other 
achievements. There is her suc- 
cess as a partner with her hus- 
band, for example. The firm name 
Parnis-Livingston signifies that 
wife and husband work side by 
side, each self-assigned to a spe- 
cific phase of the business and 
never encroaching upon the as- 
signment of the other. The wife 
is the designing genius while 
Leon J. Livingston, the husband. 
is the head of the textile and 
business ‘departments. 

The business was started in 
1933 in the leanest of the de- 
pression days, as a small venture 
because much of the capital was 
borrowed and the Livingstons pre- 


ferred to pay as they went along, ’ 


even though the swimming-pool 
era might be extremely remote. 
Year by year, the name, “Mollie 
Parnis,” became more widely rec- 
ognized among designers, her 
dresses were sold in many stores 
throughout the country and the 
firm’s volume finally reached the 
4,000,000 mark. Then the country 
home with its swank accoutre- 
ments, a 10-room duplex apart- 
ment in town and a private school 
for their son, Bob, who now -has 
finished his freshman year at 
Yale, all materialized. 

Recognized as one of the im- 
portant fashion businesses in New 
York, Parnis-Livingston special- 
izes in dresses with a custom em- 
phasis. Many of the dresses have 
the look of suits. Designed for 
the woman of average means who 
wants good taste in dress, their 
creator takes pride in her “aver- 
age” clientele and likes to think 
of herself as coming within this 
category, too.

According to the designer's in- 
terpretation of the “average” 
woman, she is the typical Ameri- 
can who has a job that she likes 
or who busies herself with her 
clubs, her charities and her fam- 
ily. Often she isn’t truly a glam- 
orous creature, so startling styles 
do not appeal to her any more 
than they do to Mollie Parnis. 
Such a woman doesn’t want to 
spend her entire income on her 
wardrobe, but she does want to 
look as if she knows that styles 
change from year to year. She 
expects to pay from $50 to $100 
for quality dresses and ensembles. 
This price range is the one Miss 
Parnis prefers, using many pure 
silks and imported as well as do- 
mestic woolens in such collece- 
tions. She gives much consider- 
ation to the functional aspects of 
a costume, including suit dresses 
and dresses with matching jack- 
ets to provide double-duty for the 
wearer, 

Color is another feature of the 
Parnis designs. While black is in- 
cluded, always-there is at least 
one impressive new color note in

each collection. This fall it is 
“ash blond,” a subtle, neutral 
tone that looks well with many 
accessories and is as suitable for 
evening as it is for daytime. Last 
year she launched red as.a color 
to be used instead of black. Its 
consumer acceptance proved her 
fashion wisdom. 

This designer is a firm advocate 
of styles being chosen to suit the 
needs and the figure of the 
wearer. Skirts, for example, 
should be a becoming length and 
their width tempered according to 
a woman’s size. She dislikes 
ankle-strapped sandals unless a 
woman has extremely slender 
ankles and believes many women 
ruin their entire appearance by 
their insistence upon wearing 
ankle straps.

It was quite by chance that 
Miss Parnis became a dress de- 
signer. As a girl she was inter- 
ested in a career in law or poli- 
tics but when the need of a sum- 
mer job arose to help buy her 
high school clothes she found it 
in the showroom of a wholesale 
blouse concern. She liked the 
work and decided to continue 
with it rather than go on to col- 
lege. Soon she was suggesting so 
many ideas for changing the trim- 
ming or the details of the blouses 
that she was asked to try her 
hand at designing. Everything 
went well until a radical change 
in styles decreased the interest 
in suits, so blouses lost much of 
their appeal. Every woman 
seemed to be wanting dresses. 

Jobs were scarce and the going 
was rough for several years until 
Miss Parnis joined a popular- 
priced dress firm. It was while 
she was employed there as a de- 
signer that she met her husband, 
then in the textile business. They 
were married in 1930 and three 
years later decided to open their 
own business. Because she be- 
lieved that fashion has become a 
specialized proposition, she deter- 
mined to limit the clothes of the 
firm to dresses. 

Although she doesn’t sew and 
is not adept at drawing, Miss 
Parnis does have a knack for 
making tiny sketches her assist- 
ants can understand. However, 
she has an architect’s eye for pro- 
portion, as well as a keen sense 
of fashion trends most likely to 
succeed each season. 

Most of her ideas she gets 
while going about her work in her 
own home. She maintains regular 
office hours, she starts her day 
late. She is not an early riser 
and, besides, she supervises her 
household as well as planning her 
complete daily schedule before 
leaving home. She likes to en- 
tertain and usually plans the 
menu as well as other details of 
a dinner party, even to arranging 
the flowers.

Aug. 26—Korea has given fresh 
urgency to the job of preparing 
new bases in this area for the 
American Air Force in England 
—the third Air Division com- 
manded by Maj.

Old Royal Air Force bases have 
been taken over in this pictur- 
esque Cotswold country ‘and 
American aviation engineers are 
lengthening and widening the 
runways so they'll take the B-29’s 
and B-50’s we have over there. 

None will say so officially, but 
the reason why bases are being 
moved to this spot, about 75 
miles northwest of London, is 
not because the Americans like 
the lovely green hills with the 
gray stone houses and fences that 
are characteristic of the Cots- 
wold country. Rather, it’s because 
these bases will be much easier 
to defend than the present ones 
in East Anglia. 

Possibility of Sneak Attack. 

Look at the map and you'll see 
what Pf mean. It would be easy 
for the Russians to sneak in from 
the sea and attempt to make a 
Pearl Harbor of our present 
bases. Sculhorpe, Lekanheath, 
Marham and Mildenhall—they're 
all in East Anglia, and the ap- 
proximately 100 bombers we've 
got spread around there are al- 
most dipping their wings in the 
sea. The British army is man- 
ning heavy anti-aircraft guns 
around the bases and for the 
last month we've had a fighter- 
bomber group of about 70 F-84 
jets based at Manston, strategic 
spot on the channel tip near 
Margate, well-known in World 
War II as a erash-landing base 
for damaged bombers limping 
home from Germany. 

Ack-ack guns and fighters are 
no good for warning of the ene- 
my’s approach.

The Walsh cottage is high 
on.a slope, surrounded by trees 
and gardens, and close enough 
to the Homestead for its inhabi- 
tants to read the time on the 
hotel’s high clock tower. Mrs. 
Walsh's niece, Mrs. William 
Hargadine Glasgow (Yvonne 
Merrill, who has spent several 
weeks at the cottage, has re- 
turned to her home in Memphis, 
Tenn. 

A mile or so from Hot

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War Increases 
Housing Woes 


Of Service Men

WASHINGTON (INS)—The call 
to active duty of thousands of 
Army, Navy and Air Force re- 
servists has given the Govern- 
ment a new housing problem 
daily growing more serious 
throughout the country. 

Government lawyers are trying 
to figure out how to help reserv- 
ists and National Guardsmen un- 


able to meet their families’ 
monthly housing bill out of their 
low service pay. / 

Federal lending agencies are 
particularly concerned because 
many of the reservists are World 
War II veterans who have pur- 
chased new homes under the G.I. 
bill. Others have contracted for 
federal housing loans. 

And the situation is the same 
for thousands more who are buy- 
ing homes with commercial loans 
or renting apartments and houses. 

Most of them simply cannot pay 
the rent for their families even 
with additiona] allotments under 
consideration by Congress for 
soldier dependents. 

To solve the problem, Rep. Rog- 
ers (Dem.), Florida, has intro- 
duced a bill directing the Gov- 
ernment to take over the housing 
payments in such cases until the 
men return to civilian life. 

The payments would apply 
equally to those buying and rent- 
ing. What money the Govern- 
ment would contribute would be 
returned over a long period of 
time by the man after discharge 
from the military. 

Rogers’ bill is now being given 
serious study by the Veterans and 
Federal Housing Administrations 
and other Government agencies. 
Officials are reluctant to discuss 
the matter in detail pending fur- 
ther investigation but they recog- 
nize that something will have to 
be done. 

FHA field offices are receiving 
numerous inquiries from reserv- 
ists and their families. They are 
being advised that the Govern- 
ment now can only attempt to 
prevent eviction under the Sol- 
diers and Sailors Relief Act if 
they are notified by landlords to 
move.

It will 
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More Feeding Than Seed 
For Velvety Lawn, Expert Says 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Gardeners who have aspirations 
for a velvety lawn might frame 
words of wisdom from Albert A. 
Linkogel, supervisor of the St. 
Louis Turf Garden at Westwood 
Country Club. “Feeding is more 
important than seeding,” he em- 
phatically declares. 

That doesn’t mean that seeding 
should be neglected, of course. In 
the average lawn bluegrass may 
suffer at least 25 per cent mortal- 
ity during the season, so early fall 
seeding is very much in order. 
Proper feeding is absolutely es- 
sential, however, to increase the 
vigor of new grass and of estab- 
lished plants. 

Most lawn difficulties stem 
back to the fact that gardeners 
expect too much from bluegrass. 
Seed is usually planted in the 
poorest possible seed bed—some- 
times in almost pure clay, and 
rarely in a layer of soil that is 
more. than two or three inches 
deep. 

As soon as the grass begins to 
grow the home owner starts mow- 
ing the lawn—or perhaps scalp- 
ing would be a better word. When 
spears of grass are removed by 
succession of crew cuts, plants are 
deprived of food factories which 
furnish energy. The result is mal- 
nourished bluegrass which is 
crowded out by weeds and quickly 
succumbs to heat and drouth. 

Searcely a cultivated plant 
could survive this lack of consid- 
eration but it is fine for weeds 
and crab grass. Close clipping 
gives these tramps needed air and 
sunshine. They have learned to 
hug the ground, so that their 
foliage, and often seed pods as 
well, are spared by the mower. 

An almost failure-proof recipe 
for a good lawn, then, is: feed, 
seed, and a high cut. Testimony 
on the results from proper feed- 
ing comes, not only from expert 
Linkogel, but from home garden- 
ers in this area. Take, for exam- 
ple, the experience of Edward H. 
Johanning, of Webster Groves, as 
related in “Garden Life,” publi- 
cation of the St. Louis Horticul- 
ture Society: “Three years ago I 
gave up one of my dahlia beds. 
A strip of this plot, six feet -by 
fifty, was added to the lawn; the 
rest was planted to roses. This 
plot had been spaded every spring 
and fall for more than 20

It cruises 425 miles-an-hour in the substrato- 
sphere with a load of 40 to 60 passengers. The Avro is one of 
several jet transports developed by British and Canadian 
manufacturers that threaten to end the United States’ long 
dominance of the commercial field. 

While the American industry has put a number of 
jet bombers in the air, it has yet to turn out a commercial jet 
plane—although it is known that a few manufacturers have 
models on drawing boards. Some existing American trans 
ports soon may be converted to turbo-prop power—that is, 
engines driving propellers. None, however, are suitable for 
propellerless jet power. 

Canada’s Avro Jetliner was the first commercial jet plane 
to land in the United States when it made a demonstration 
flight from Toronto to New York. It completed the 365-mile 
trip in 59 minutes, as compared to the present airline schedule 
of one hour and 45 minutes, but its speed was reduced because, 
under its flight plan, it flew at the relatively low altitude of 
20,000 feet and below.

Vincent J. Schaefer climbed in an airplane, dumped dry ice pellets 
into a woolly cloud, and knocked down snow and rain. 

Today, from coast to coast, a small host of rainmakers is doing what 
Dr. Schaefer started—and what the effect is going to be on YOU is some- 
thing that has scientists pondering. . f 

Many meteorologists are convinced rain-making has little or no wide- 
spread effect, but some are frankly concerned. Too much “wildcat” fool- 
ing around with the weather, they say, could cause serious trouble. 

Warning against uncontrolled rainmaking experiments, Dr. Irving 
Langmuir, a top U.S. scientist, now says that “rain seeds” (silver iodide) 
cast into the air by western ranchers may have been causing rain on 
Eastern farms and cities more than 2,500 miles away. 

And Franklin Institute’s Dr. David Ludlum, in Philadelphia, has 
warned that trifling with the weather may never cause any catastro- 


[ BEGAN FOUR YEARS AGO this autumn. On Nov. 13, 1946, a man named 


. phies, and won’t ‘change the climate, but it can be dangerous in spots. 


He, too, feels some careful coordination and control is needed. 

One thing that’s bothering some scientists is a series of freak floods 
(see photographs on opposite page). Nobody knows for sure, but Dr. 
Langmuir thinks the great Winnipeg flood, which damaged 10,500 homes 
last May, and other floods in the Mississippi Valley and Colorado may 
have had some connection with man’s attempt at rainmaking. 

In California, another authority, Dr. Irving Krick, says he can point 
to no specific cases in which too much rain has been produced, but 
adds: “I can see danger that if you keep up rainmaking too long you may 
produce too much rain—and you may steal somebody else’s rain.” 

But scientists aren’t the only ones who are worried. 

In one U.S. area where rainmakers work, the machine with which

Why? 

“Some farmers around here blame us because they have been washed 
out, and they’re carrying loaded shotguns,” one scientist said. 

“Are the farmers right?” he was asked. 

He frowned. 

“We honestly don’t know,” he said. “This is still a baby science. It's 
been a wet summer around here. It may take years of careful study 
before we know whether we were responsible!” 

The confusion was summed up in a recent cartoon in The New Yorker 
magazine that made thousands of rain-conscious Easterners chuckle. 
Cartoonist Alain drew two clergymen who were peering, with puzzled 
frowns, through a parish house window at a pouring rain. Said one:

San Diego, Phoenix, Ariz., and Pueblo, Colo., have tried rainmaking, 
and New York City has been at it for months. 

But resort owners near New York, when the first few rainy days came 
along, raised a howl of protest. One amusement park even hired a “sun- 
shine maker” to scatter any rainclouds the city’s rainmaker, Dr. Wallace 
Howell, of Harvard, might manage to produce. 

The city announced it was paying Dr. Howell, a careful consulting 
scientist, $100 a day to bring rain. Not to be outdone, the amusement 
park announced it would pay its “sunmaker” $500 a day for every sunny 
day—but would make him give back $1,000 for every day it rained! 

The fact that rainmaking has edged even into the realm of amuse- 
ment park publicity does not dull the fact that it’s serious business. 

In some areas legal suits have arisen over rainmaking. 

If Dr. Langmuir is right—he is recognized everywhere as a man who 
knows his business—and rainmaking had the slightest connection with 
the Winnipeg flood, cloud-seeding can be deadly business, indeed. 


Where They Make Their Mistake 


HE TROUBLE, Langmuir says, is that amateur rainmakers and some 

professionals hired by farmers, overdo it. They pump out as much 

as 1,000 times more silver iodide than is needed—and under wrong con- 

ditions. Too much seeding can even prevent rain, causing drought. 

When silver iodide rises into a sky which lacks sufficient moisture, no 

rain falls. But the “seeds” drift east until finally they meet moist air 
and things start to happen! 

“It is quite possible that heavy rains in the eastern haif of the country 
during the past spring and the drought in the southwest may have 
been caused in this way,” Dr. Langmuir says. 

Not that rainmaking itself, is wrong! Ask the Colorado ranchers 
who have seen parched brown pastures turn bright green in midsummer. 


- Ask the Rogue River Valley farmers in Oregon who hired rainmakers 


to knock the tops off stormclouds and spare their crops from hail and 
wind. Ask New Yorkers whose dust-dry reservoirs are brimming again. 
Ask the people in Florida, the Carolinas, and other Gulf States who 
hope rainmakers may soon blunt even the mighty hurricane! 
For all these people, and for all America, carefully planned rainmak- 
ing—whether by dry ice cast from planes or silver iodide crystals spewed 
from highway trucks—may be the blessing of the century!

O vourR FEET take you through the 
day without tiring you out? 
Of every ten Americans, six of 
us suffer “foot trouble” in one form or 
another. But the number is growing, 


- and science wants to know why! 


Are city pavements to blame? High 
heels? Too much dependence on the 
auto? 

At the John B. Pierce Laboratory of 
Hygiene in New Haven, Conn., scientists 
have been searching for the answers. 

In a vast room, volunteer subjects 
plod around a 90-foot circular track 
while their stride is photographed. In 
one corner, a vibrating platform with 
the pounding roar of a riveting ma- 
chine, can give a man the equivalent of 
a ten-mile hike in five minutes. With 
these and other tests, researchers are 
coming up with interesting discoveries. 

They have found, for example: 

That walking can cause you to shrink 

height. 

That cold feet can cause accidents. 

That the KIND of surface you walk 
on has a lot to do with how tired your 
feet really get. 

One of the interesting findings is: the 
incessant pounding to which you sub- 
ject your feet during the day actually 


causes you to lose height! A six-foot 
policeman or postman may measure 
only five-feet-eleven when he goes home 
at night. 

Why? The Pierce Lab scientists have 
found that the 26 cushioning disks at 
the end of his spinal column tighten up 
and shorten his height. In doing so they 
also contribute to his fatigue. Fortu- 
nately, he’s back to six feet again after 
a night of horizontal rest. 

How can “cold feet” cause accidents? 

“At normal foot temperature, which 
is around 80 degrees,” says Dr. Herring- 
ton (who is director of the Pierce Lab 
and associate professor of Public Health 
at Yale), “you can detect a variation of 
floor surface or obstruction of as little 
as one-hundredth of an inch in height 
—even when you are blindfolded.” 

But when your feet are cold they are 
Sluggish in passing this information on 
to the brain, and you are more apt to 
trip or fall. 

. The third and perhaps most signifi- 
cant discovery is this: you can get more 
foot “mileage” with less fatigue if you 
pay more attention to the kind of sur- 
face upon which you walk and stand. 

“The average housewife,” says Dr. 

Herrington, walks six miles a day. Her 
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DR. HERRINGTON operates “vibrating platform" which

' The ideal walking surface lies somewhere in be- 


- tween. Tennis players say it’s a slightly springy clay 


surface. Dancers like wood-—not over concrete— 


- but sprung between floor supports 30 inches apart. 


“We have investigated a number of different floor 
types,” says Dr. Herrington. Results show that softer 
concrete (concrete with asphalt) and wood floors 
are preferred.” 

Linoleum and rugs can cushion a hard floor to a 
certain degree, but.in the final analysis it’s the 
understructure that determines a floor’s resiliency. 


Lie Down and ‘‘Grow’”’ 


You can make good use of these findings. 

For one thing, says Dr. Herrington, you can give 
your feet a break by lying down at regular inter- 
vals. The reason is that you are at your tallest 
when you get out of bed in the morning. In the first 
20 minutes on your feet you lose approximately one- 
third of the total height you will lose during the

or Hay Fever? 


A doctor’s discovery may lead to better treatment 


By LAWRENCE GALTON 


VERY YEAR at this time, some five 
million people become watery- - 
eyed, wheezy and miserable with 
hay fever. Many have tried every avail- 
able treatment, have taken long series 
of injections year after year. Yet, comes 


pollen-time, they suffer again! 


But today, at Mt. Sinai Hospital in 
New York, where investigations into hay 
fever have been going on for years, a 
new discovery by Dr. Ely Perlman, a 
research associate, promises to revolu- 
tionize treatment and results. Moreover, 
it has implications for other allergy suf- 


ferers as well. 


What Dr. Perlman has developed is a 
new method of determining the compo- 
sition of pollen. It may soon be possible 
for your doctor to find out what part of 
the pollen causes your hay fever symp- 
toms—and to develop injections acctrd- 
ingly to combat these specific pollen 


parts (called “fractions.”) 


Some people seem to have an inher- 
ited sensitivity. When exposed to pol- 
lens, their bodies develop the wrong 
kind of defensive substances. It is these 
antibodies (called “reagins”) which 
produce the symptoms of hay fever.

others chronic eye trouble. And, worst 
of all, 30 per cent of all victims develop 
asthma, the most serious after-effect. 

For some, but not all, antihistaminic 
drugs offer relief. Yet, even when they 
relieve symptoms, they don’t prevent 
asthma. Best treatment to date, accord- 
ing to many authorities, is use of injec- 
tions—usually beginning six to 12 weeks 
before the season. The aim is to desensi- 
tize the patient and help him develop 
protective antibodies. 


The New Clue! 


UT, as many hay fever sufferers know, 
shots don’t always work too well. 
Now, Dr. Perlman’s work gives a clue 
to what’s wrong with injections and 
what may be done to improve treat- 
ment. Surprisingly, Dr. Perlman got his 
clue by using an old technique. 

Back in 1906, in Warsaw, Michael 

Tswett, no doctor byt a botanist, was 
investigating plant pigments. One day, 
he tried an experiment. Into the narrow 
portion,of a glass tube, he shoved a plug 
of cotton and; above it, he tamped small 
bits of finely-divided chalk. When 
Tswett drew an extract of dried leaf 
material through this column he was 
amazed at what he saw. 
_ Fwo bands of green pigment formed 
up near the top of the chalk. Below this 
were several bands of yellow pigment. 
And then another yellow pigment passed 
rapidly through the column. The rea- 
son, Tswett decided, was that some pig- 
ments moved through chalk faster than 
others. He went on to separate the dif- 
ferent green and yellow pigments, get- 
ting pure solutions of each. 

Even alert scientists don’t always see

the significance of important develop- 
ments. And Tswett’s discovery was 
largely muffed—until 1931. But since 
then its uses have been snowballing. 

For what Tswett had found was a 
simple way to separate chemicals in a 
mixture and to purify them. (Scientists 
call it “chromatographic adsorption.”) 

Now, to help hay fever sufferers, Dr. 
Perlman has used the same idea. He 
has found that there are different things 
in pollen that have different effects on 
different people. Putting ragweed pollen 
in the column, he has now been able 
to separate out several previously un- 
known “fractions.” At least three of 
these “fractions” have been found to 
produce hay fever reactions. 


How You May Benefit 


HAT DOES THIS MEAN? 

First of all, hay fever sufferers may 
differ in their sensitivity to different 
fractions. That would explain why for 
some people, injections fizzle. When you 
get an injection for hay fever you actu- 
ally are given a dose of pollen extract. 
The object is to develop your resistance. 
But now it is known that some of the 
extracts used for injections don’t con- 
tain enough of the right kind of ° ‘frac- 
tions.” That is why they sometimes fiz- 
zle. Now, this may be changed. 

» There’s a second exciting possibility. 
All three ragweed fractions produce re- 
actions, but one or more of them may 
do so without giving you immunity- 
which is the purpose of injections. It 
Would help if we could remove these 
useless fractions from shots. As it is, 
using crude ragweed extracts available 


today, doctors have to employ limited 
dosages for fear of causing an acute re- 
action. Using only the needed fraction 
they may be able to give larger doses. 

As a third possibility, it may be that 
some of the fractions which cause the 
greatest reactions would still have to be 
included. But they might be altered to 
reduce the severity of the reactions and 
thus allow larger shots. 

Finally, in any case, chromatography 
promises more standardization of pollen 
extract. At present, when they get a 
fresh supply of ragweed extract, many 
doctors hesitate to give a full injection 
for fear the extract may be too powerful. 

Dr. Periman believes chromatography 
may be important in other types of al- 
lergy as well. Once successfulin ragweed 
allergy, it can be applied to grass, tree 
and other pollen allergies. And it may 
be of great value in house-dust allergy, 
too, a widespread cause of distress!
